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Roll on Sydney

Even with the aid of a map, the Campus Centre in Calgary’s Institute of Technology can 
only be described as a complex maze of corridors, stairwells and doorways. It’s 6:30pm 
on a Sunday night, and there’s not a soul to be seen once | enter the facility. To make 
matters worse, most of the hallways are dark and half the doors are locked, making it 
nearly impossible to navigate the three-level building, much less find my way to a room 
on the opposite side. 


It feels like a scene straight out | 
of a cheesy teen horror flick, 
though when you take into | 
account the fact that I’m looking | 
for a swimming pool full of gay 
men, it could just as easily be a 
scene from something a little 
more adult. My mood is neither 
frightened nor frisky, though— 
forty-fiveminutes of dead-ends 
will do that to you—and so far, 
I’ve managed to find a hockey 
arena, a gym, a theatre and a 
series of volleyball courts with 
freakishly small entrances. But 
alas, there’s not a swimming pool 
to be seen. I’ve been circling this 
labyrinth for almost an hour, and I’m just about ready to throw in the 
towel (no pun intended) when a friendly stranger emerges from the basketball courts and 
offers to give me directions.

Two minutes later, I’m strolling into a large, bright aquatic centre. The September 
evening sunshine is beaming through the windows into the poolside area, lighting up the 
entire room. | hear the echoes of voices, | smell the chlorine, | feel my feet slipping on 
the wet tiles, and... yes, it looks like I’ve finally found the people | came here to see! There 
in the pool are the Different Strokes team—Calgary’s gay swimming squad, who will 
represent Canada at next month’s Gay Games in Sydney, Australia. 


“There’s a good turn out tonight,” says Strokes’ leader Dan MacGregor, pointing 
towards his team as | take a seat on a step by the pool. Eighteen men and two ladies, 
ranging in age from mid-twenties to early-fifties, are swimming up and down the six lanes, 
while a coach hollers instructions as they come up for air at the end of each length. 


In just seven short weeks, eleven of the assembled swimmers will board a plane for 
Sydney, where they will accompany athletes from around the world for the biggest joint 
celebration of sports and sexuality the world has ever seen. For some, it’ll be a first-time 
experience; for others, the Gay Games are pretty familiar territory. For all of them 
though, it’s an opportunity they’re working hard to give their best for. 


“They're training hard here in the 25-metre environment” MacGregor informs me, as 
some of the swimmers vacate the pool for a dip in the hot tub before their hour is up. 
“But we're hoping to get some practice time in a 50-metre pool before we go” he adds, 
recounting his own visit down under during the Olympics, where he got to check out the 
upmarket Aussie swimming facilities first-hand. 


Like a proud father, MacGregor is anxious to point the spotlight on each of his 
swimmers. “You see the guy there in lane six?” he asks, “When he came to us, he could 
barely swim half a length. Now look at him!” Indeed, the young swimmer seems to have 
taken to the pool like, well, a fish to water. In fact, all of the swimmers appear to be in 
great shape, with good technique, lapping the lanes at speeds that look pretty damn 
fast—at least to the untrained eye. 


Amazingly, some of the group are training for more than one event. Dan McGregor 
and a fellow swimmer will be doubling-up on pool-time to compete in the triathlon event 
too;a pretty daunting undertaking given the triathlon alone requires a Spartan work ethic. 
Just ask Rod Lundahl, the thirty-seven-year old Calgary native who's gearing up for his 
third Gay Games. “I’m training three days on, one day off, which pretty much means I’m 
working out six days a week,” he tells me. “My running is strong, my cycling is okay, but 
my swimming is weak, so I’m spending a lot of time in the pool. I’m actually taking lessons 
with an Olympic silver medallist right now”. 


Like most Canadian athletes, though, one of the biggest challenges of the Games is 
getting there. If Amsterdam was a 100m financial challenge, then Sydney is a little bit like 
running the marathon. On a hot day. In heels. 
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Different Strokes swim 
team competitor Dave 


Athletes like Lundahl can expect to fork out around $5000 for their visit to the 
southern hemisphere, and since the majority of folks don’t have that kind of money 
burning a hole in their pocket, Team Calgary plays a big part in offsetting the cost. Like its 
fellow teams around Canada, the Calgary crew have been working tirelessly to lessen the 
blow to the athletes’ bank accounts. Fundraising of all shapes and sizes is the norm for 
both the competitors and organisers, though the vast majority of the cost will still come 
from the guys and girls themselves. According to Lundahl though, it’s worth it. “I went 
to the Vancouver Games as a spectator in 1990,” he says. “I went for the party, to see 
some friends compete, and was taken in by the whole thing. These days, it’s my passion”. 


Despite his impressive training regime, Lundahl isn’t going to the Games to dominate 
the competition. In fact, he claims his biggest competition is himself. “Oh no”, he laughs, 
when asked if striking gold is his primary mission down under. “Obviously, I’m hoping to 
do well, but I’m there to participate, to compete for my personal best”. 


For some of Calgary’s teams though, the prime objective goes a little beyond setting 
new PBs. “Bluntly, we want to kick ass” says Jo Pataky of the women’s Y-Nots softball 
team. “We won gold in Vancouver, bronze in Amsterdam, and this year we're at our best 
ever”. 


According to Team Calgary’s co-chair Linda Craig, Pataky is the driving force behind 
Calgary's entire roster and the backbone of the Y-Nots. Talking to Pataky though, it’s clear 
team spirit plays a bigger role in her view. “I’m really proud of my girls” she beams. 
“They've worked hard, they’re passionate and | love them for it”. 


Like athletes in all other disciplines, the training is getting heavier for the Y-Nots as the 
date on the plane tickets draws closer.Working out in the batting cages two times a week, 
training in other sports activities, working on arm strength, and braving Calgary’s less- 
than-stellar summer is all in a day's work for the team, who range in age from thirty-two 

to forty-six. 


While some might be intimidated at the prospect of battling a New York 
team and four New Zealand squads, Pataky is quite the opposite. Her sincerity 
and passion are blatantly obvious and her enthusiasm is infectious. “It’s the best 
thing in the world,” she says. “I can’t wait”. 


Jo Pataky, Rod Lundahl and Dan MacGregor are clearly exceptional athletes and 
people, but when you look deeper into the Gay Games phenomenon, you'll find their 
stories are mirrored right across Canada. Whether they're going for gold, or just aiming 
to finish, more than 700 Canadian athletes are turning it up a notch—pushing that little 
bit harder, training that little bit longer, and gearing up for the ride of their lives. Come 
November 2nd, the wait will be over. 


Meanwhile, back in Sydney, the anticipation and excitement is building to an Olympic 
level, and believe me, I’m not saying that under the banner of artistic licence. In fact, as 
of mid-August, the Gay Games have officially outgrown the Olympics that took place in 
the city just two years earlier. The Olympic Games attracted 10,651 athletes in the 
summer of 2000, but according to Gay Games co-chair Bev Lange, the upcoming event 
had beaten that number before the registration had even closed. “We now have | 1,500 
registrations,” she said, ‘which is more than the Sydney Olympics—a remarkable achieve- 
ment in a year that saw the Australian tourism industry take a real battering.” 


With the cultural festival already launched, the attendance estimates still growing, and 
other last-minute surprises popping up almost weekly (the latest addition to the festivi- 
ties is a performance by kd lang), the Games are on track to meet and perhaps even 
surpass the organiser’s highest expectations. The message of unity and equality will be 
heard louder than many thought possible, giving a big middle finger to discrimination, 
stereotypes and all those nay-sayers who claimed it couldn’t (or shouldn’t) be done. 


“| remember seeing a map of the world in Amsterdam,” recounts swimmer Dave 
Cowan, who'll also be doing us proud in Sydney, “And on it they marked out which 
countries had positive and which had negative attitudes towards homosexuality. There 
were some Third World countries which were represented by just one athlete, and they’d 
be at the Games asking if they could stay ‘cause they could never go back to their own 
country. They'd be killed if they ever set foot there again. It’s things like that that remind 
you what the whole thing is all about”. 


We've come a long way folks, but in many ways, there’s still a long way to go. Roll on 
Sydney... W

Anti-diva as cultural icon

A worn bulging journal rests beside my laptop. Lists of words and poignant images that 
have been roughly torn from magazines fill its soft manila pages. There is nothing worse than 
writers block mere hours before a deadline. One glance through its inspiring bulge and the 
conscious need to think is quickly undermined by the steady rhythmic scrawl of pen to paper 
or finger to keyboard. It’s a quick fix, sheer liquid adrenalin to this writer’s sometimes 
comatose brain. The journal is hardly necessary when writing about Carole Pope but I’m 
searching for a word that’s momen- 
tarily escaped me. Flipping through 
worn pages, it jumps out in bold red 
type: Zeitgeist. In English: the spirit 
of the time or the intellectual and 
moral tendencies that characterize 
any age. 7 

Pope has continually managed [f 
to be a part of the zeitgeist, 
sometimes boldly in the public eye 
and at others lingering just beneath 
the steady stream of popular 
culture. Her career spans thirty or 
so years, four Gold and two 
Platinum records, three Junos, a 
Genie—and that barely scratches 
the surface. She has transformed 
herself from musician to writer and |; 
back again emerging in true diva » 
fashion as an unerring 
presence on the face of Coe Pope 
Canadian culture. Having performing at 
worked her way into the Winnipeg Pride 2002 
fabric of the zeitgeist she is 4 
not only diva, she is a cultural icon. 


Last spring | glimpsed first hand 
Carole Pope's popularity. It’s an allegiant fan base. In town recording material for her upcoming 
album, she took a dinner break to dine with friend, Toronto producer Stephen Shinn. | tagged 
along. We found refuge in a small recessed booth on the top floor of Toronto restaurateur 
Heather Mackenzie’s recently opened The Looking Glass. The second floor is appropriately 
named The Eat me, Drink me lounge; a name I’m sure Pope would appreciate. Throughout 
the evening fans appeared, politely requesting autographs, offering praise and simply gawking. 


| had invited friends to join at a later point in the evening. Not wanting to expose Pope to 
an ambush of autograph-seeking, elbow-rubbing, diva-gazers, | had neglected to mention that 
she would be present. Several beverages later (for Shinn and myself, that ii—-Ms Pope nursed 
only a beer or two the entire evening) friends began to drop by. The reaction was humorous. 
A general buzz began at the opposite end of the table accompanied by a slap extended my 
way from a friend who excitedly hissed in my ear,““You didn’t tell me she was going to be here!” 
After enjoying fine food, we moved to the bar where the bombardment continued. Several 
autographs later, Pope graciously excused herself. The free drinks that had been coming our 
way from adoring fans quickly ceased. What | learned that evening was that it’s not just the 
thirty and up crowd who are familiar with Carole Pope: the thirty and below know her, too, 
and all are somewhat in awe of her. 


It could be the fact that Carole Pope’s performances have always been blatantly synony- 
mous with raunchy and sheer unadulterated sexual overtones. Anybody who unashamedly 
transgresses society’s polite cultural anachronisms emerges as inspiration to the steady under- 
ground hum of society’s unspoken desires. From the infamous S and M outfits to the explicit 
lyrics, Pope is known to break barriers. High School Confidential’s, “She makes me cream my 
jeans,” was bleeped from mainstream radio waves when first played. We are in awe of her 
because she represents something that lingers inside all of us. 


Offstage, Pope still exudes that raw sexuality. She is lithe and graceful. It’s a measured 
calmness, yet the intensity of her sharp eyes seems to miss nothing. One senses a caged 
panther ready to spring at any moment. The feline persona is further augmented by Pope’s 
sardonic sense of humour. She’s witty and quick to the punch line. When | ask her if she 
believes in long term relationships—her longest was four years and it wasn’t the well-known 
relationship with Dusty Springfield—she responds “Maybe when I’m sixty and need somebody 
to take care of me!” From this she quickly segues to a more serious, “It just hasn’t happened.” 
This is the juxtaposition of Carole Pope. While delivering candid off-the-cuff observation on 


any range of subjects—from politics to AIDS to the design of the penis—she rotates between 
dry wit and brutal, heartfelt honesty. 


Her book, Anti Diva, reveals even more of the inner Pope. It’s a candid exposé of not only 
herself but of others who have touched her life. She says of it,“] wrote the book in a stream 
of consciousness. It was incredibly cathartic. | want to write more non-fiction. Essays—l’m at 
my best when I’m mouthing off to someone. I’m such a voyeur and | find myself in amazing 
places with amazing people.” Amazing people is no exaggeration. She’s rubbed shoulders with 
Bowie, Gilda Radner, Sandra Bernhard, Elvira Kurt, Tim Curry, Brian Eno and many more. One 
would have to say it’s been an amazing ride so far. Yet, behind Pope's intense gaze there is a 
lingering sadness. Anti Diva speaks to the sadness, as well as the glamour. Her childhood was 
a rocky road. “We moved around a lot. Dad was a bit of a flake; he thought life would be 
better if we moved somewhere else and we'd up and go,” she says. From the scattered child- 
hood to the deaths of her brother, her mother and a number of friends to AIDS, it’s no 
wonder the book was a cathartic experience. 


Since Rough Trade broke up in 1986 Pope has had a full agenda. She's released her own 
music, written scores for movies, performed with other musicians and written a book. It’s a 
distinctive repertoire. Radiate, by the way, is my pre-clubbing album of choice. It’s an edgy blend 
of darkness and sex with a great beat that reaches in and grabs you tight. Her latest venture 
is a new album due for release in the next couple of months. The songs written by her are 
pieces that she’s been performing for awhile, none of which have been previously recorded. 
At this time, the new CD remains nameless, although she says she contemplated “Too selfish 
to Breed!” Future plans include touring with the album as well as performing what she calls 
“Music as the Spoken Word”, a combination of her singing, reading from her book and 
responding to the audience’s questions. It can be guaranteed that the album will deliver that 
familiar yet unexpected edge we have come to know and love of Carole Pope. 


A year ago Pope moved from Los Angeles to New York, a city she finds “stimulating”. It was 
a work-based decision bringing her closer to Toronto, where she spends a lot of time. On 
living in Canada or anywhere else she says,‘‘l love Montréal, it’s an exciting city, more European 
but it’s way too cold—and | love England but moving there would require mysteriously getting 
rich”. When | ask Pope where she sees herself in the next twenty years she says, rather darkly, 
“| don’t even know if I’ll be alive!” | pause and she laughs, “Alright, I’ll either be dead or I'll live 
in a house in London by the Thames with my girlfriend!” That's the sweet underbelly of Carole 
Pope. 

As we are nearing the end of our conversation, | ask her to ruminate on her perfect day. 
It’s a silly question but I’m curious. It’s always interesting to contemplate someone outside of 
the usual context. With Pope, that context is on stage, in black, staring intently at the audience 
and belting out lyrics from one of her many raunchy, sexually explicit political songs. Her 
perfect day:“‘like brunch, some sort of strenuous exercise, go on a bike ride in the park, walk 
in a neighborhood | haven't been to, go to a movie; is there room in there yet for a coffee 
break?” As always, she transcends the expected. It’s a sweet blend of activity most of us can 
readily relate to. 


As far as icons go, Carole Pope is someone everyone should have a look at. She fights the 
abomination of complacency and that’s a good fight! She’s broken barriers, crossed lines and 
forced people to think and accept outside of the box. Whether full frontal or skimming just 
beneath the surface of our current cultural consensus, she will continue to do that. With 
cutting-edge mettle it is the nature of her beast, one which has morphed its way into the 
zeitgeist whether we like it or not. Keep an eye out for her new album.When you're picking 
it up, grab a copy of Anti Diva (if you haven't already), pour yourself a large glass of wine and 
settle in for a titillating evening with the divine, sublime and always captivating Carole Pope. W

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Stepping into the role

The Nat Christie Centre, home to Alberta Ballet, is one 
of those charming buildings we love to tear down here in 
Calgary. The new season has begun; the parking lot is full 
and the morning | enter to meet with Alberta Ballet’s new 
Artistic Director, Jean Grande-Maitre, rhythmic piano rings 
from the troupe’s morning dance class. | am invited to 
watch the class as | wait to meet Grande-Maitre and am 
treated to a feast of beautifully muscled bodies working 
through their morning exercises. 


Quite honestly, ’'m nervous. My expectation of an 
artistic director of a ballet company is that he 
be imperious, perhaps even dismissive. Jean 
Grande-Maitre, however, is down-to-earth 
and engaging. He speaks passionately about 
dance and his plans for the future of Alberta 
Ballet. Although he’s a recent arrival to 
Alberta (he arrived in Calgary in early July to take on his new duties) he is full of that energy 
we like to think abounds in Alberta; he is innovative, practical and excited to be in a young 
city where ideas are not constrained by hundreds of years of history. 


Alberta Ballet’s 
Artistic Director Jean 
Grande-Maitre 


As a young painter and sculptor, Grande-Maitre was drawn to dance by the idea of creating 
new works. He took up dance at the rather late age of sixteen and trained at Montreal’s Les 
Grands Ballets Canadiens where he began to choreograph ballet in workshop productions. 
He danced professionally for seven years but found performing to be a nerve-wracking 
experience; he was always relieved to have the curtain fall and not to have blundered through 
the performance. Throughout his dance career he continued to choreograph ballet and 
found his career breakthrough in 1993 with Frames of Mind, which he created in workshop 
with the National Ballet of Canada and which was added to their repertoire in 1994, earning 
him a Dora Mavor Moore Award nomination. ; 


Within a year he went from poor to working steadily and earning a significant income, at 
least in terms of artistic incomes. The international acclaim that followed led to work across 
Europe and North America. Critical acclaim also led to years of living in hotel rooms where 
the “TY zapper was [his] only friend”. In 2001 he took a sabbatical year in Rome to reassess 
the directions his career and life were taking and it was there he realized he wanted to put 
down roots and work with a company’s development over time. 


When questioned about his young age—he’s under forty and already in the prestigious 
position of Artistic Director—he is self-effacing. While not minimizing his achievements, he 
points out that many choreographers don’t begin their work until after forty, having retired 
from dancing. A choreographer’s voice takes about ten years to develop; because his interest 
in dance was motivated by choreography, Grande-Maitre began this work much earlier. He 
claims his relative youth does not make him unique, his career has taken the direction of his 
passion. 


As he speaks of “serving the company”, Grande-Maitre means he plans to continue with 
the mandate developed under the direction of Ali Pourfarrokh and Mikko Nissinen. It is 
Grande-Maitre’s intention to create work that is sophisticated but will not alienate the 
audience that already exists for Alberta Ballet. His work, which integrates theatre, contem- 
porary and classical dance, has been described as dreamlike and “searching for that indis- 
putable truth that can only be found deep within the subconscious’. 


He believes the weakness of creating ballet in a location like Alberta is that audiences are 
not as exposed to dance and therefore less inclined to buy a ticket; the strength of producing 
ballet here is that when audiences see dance, it is so surprising—a visceral experience, 
because dance is a living art form experienced first through the body and subsequently 
through the brain. Grande-Maitre also believes that the arts in Alberta—and in Calgary in 
particular—are about to burst and experience a “new renaissance”. He believes there is 
huge potential for the arts in an environment where people in political power often see 
culture as subversive, for this idea of culture gives resonance to the voices of the creators of 
art. 


He also asserts that whatever political or business leaders may feel about art and its 
potential for subversion, the arts create quality of life. Without a vibrant arts scene a city will 
not truly be seen as international. When Alberta Ballet travels to such far-flung places as 
Helsinki or Cairo (yes, on the tax-payer’s dollar) it brings an awareness of Alberta, of Calgary 
and Edmonton, to business leaders across the world. A cultured city brings in business and 
brings in travelers. In Montréal for instance, festivals bring in millions of dollars of revenue 
each year. 


Grande-Maitre believes the arts create community and, even if you don’t like the vision of 
a contemporary ballet, it is important to respect the honesty of the vision as it’s an honesty 
we rarely see—especially from our political leaders. He brings this same sense of commu- 
nity to the dance company itself. Grande-Maitre believes a good choreographer must 
nourish dancers in order to create a team that has the autonomy to feel ownership in the 
work. To get the best out of dancers, Grande-Maitre believes he must live up to their 
standards as creative adults rather than vice-versa. 


Jean Grande-Maitre’s appointment to the position of Artistic Director of Alberta Ballet 
seems like great news, not just for dance in Alberta but also for the arts in general. He is 
young, passionate, practical and willing to take risks. His work is internationally recognized 
and acclaimed. And, as a Canadian, he understands the particular challenges of geography and 
population a young company can face. You can see two shorter works of Grande-Maitre’s 
on October 25 and 26 in Calgary and November | and 2 in Edmonton. In February, Grande- 
Maitre’s Carmen will have its world premiere: on February 13 through |5 in Calgary and 
February 21 and 22 in Edmonton. W

To look at her self-portrait, one might get the impression that artist Floria Sigismondi is the 
type of woman who makes MorticiaAddams look like a PT.A.mom. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. Granted, she possesses many of the qualities Charles Addams had in mind 
when he created the matriarch of his early New Yorker cartoons: she’s eloquent, intelligent and 
sinisterly beautiful. Career-wise, she has been responsible for the Eaton’s “Aubergine” re- 
launch campaign and music videos for a host of artists, including Marilyn Manson’s Beautiful 
People and David Bowie's Little Wonder, to name only a few. In conversation, Sigismondi is 
warm and chatty, the kind of girl any one of us would like to take home to mom, were we so 
inclined. In-an exclusive telephone interview, Outlooks caught up with Sigismondi on the 
anniversary of September | Ith, to discuss her life, her aesthetic and her beautifully macabre 


work. 


Outlooks: | understand that you come from a very culturally rich family; could you elabo- 
rate a bit on your background? 


Sigismondi: Well, my name comes from the opera La Tosca and my parents are both opera 
singers. My sister and | grew up bringing our homework to rehearsals and being surrounded 
by all the costumes and drama and makeup that comes along with that. | watched all the 
drama unfold—it’s not necessarily about happy endings—so that had an influence on me. Also, 
Hamilton was a “rougher” city to grow up in, so you can imagine the difference between my 
home life and my exterior life—school and that sort of thing. 


Outlooks: Growing up, were you considered an odd little girl? 


Sigismondi: | was born in Italy and my family moved to Canada when | was two, so we 
lived in a very encapsulated world. We were a very free-thinking family and we'd make clothes 
out of my mother’s old curtains—[Hamilton] wasn’t the type of place you can walk around 
like that, so we'd get teased. From a very young age my mother used to make us these wild 
outfits and we'd get teased in school. But | think you get used to that, playing that role in your 
life. It's not about sticking out—you don’t even look at it that way. You don’t choose things 
because everybody else is doing them; you choose things because you like them. That was 
always my mother’s philosophy. 


Outlooks: In the acknowledgments for your book Redemption, you thank Marilyn Manson 
for believing in your nightmares; was it difficult early on in your career to convince people that 
what you were doing was not only art but beautiful art as well? 


Sigismondi: Very much so. In the beginning, | had a huge problem in communicating 
because as a photographer | didn’t have to communicate ideas verbally as much as you do 
when you work with moving images. Before | worked with him, | was limited by what other 
artists would let me do. When we got together and started working on the video it was 
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fantastic: not only did | know that | could push boundaries with him but | knew he could pull 
it off. Before that, it was really difficult for me to do something that really came from inside 
and that was the first time | was really able to meld the performance as part of the art. 


Outlooks: In terms of music, you have collaborated a great deal with other artists—do you 
have any desire to create or compose your own music or are you happy to continue collab- 
orating? 

Sigismondi: Actually, | have been thinking about that because | come from a musical 


background. | would like to, one day, take on some musical projects. One of the first places 
| think I'll be able to do that is within the feature film that | do, even if it’s just a couple of songs. 


Outlooks: Do you consider yourself an artist with Canadian citizenship or Canadian artist? 


Sigismondi: | think I’m an artist with Canadian citizenship, mainly because | wasn’t born 
here. Also, | find that | don’t really belong anywhere, | feel sort of a gypsy. I’ve lived in New 
York—well, | live there now—and London and Italy. Even when | go back to Italy | don’t feel 
like that’s where | “belong”. I’ve always felt that I’m definitely an artist first, before any citizen- 
ship. 

Outlooks: Well, you're no Robert Bateman! 

Sigismondi [Laughs]: No! But those cultural things you think of with a Canadian artist are 
definitely not part of my past, or not even my intellectual memory; they just don’t exist there. 


Outlooks: You've done worked with M.A.C.—which was a Canadian entity to begin with—

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To this day, there are people who refuse to speak to me because | sent them to see the 
“romantic comedy” Hustler White. In the global gay community, writer/director/artist Bruce 
LaBruce is both revered and reviled—there are no half-measures when it comes to how he 
is received and perceived. “In person”, or at least as a living entity at the other end of a phone 
line, LaBruce is thoughtful, generous and very certain of himself and his worl In an exclusive 
interview, Outlooks caught up with the Toronto-based artist recently to discuss fame, fear and 
filmmaking. 


Outlooks: Was ‘60s Warhol boy-toy Rod Ia Rod an inspiration for your name? 


LaBruce: | think that was one of the references. My real surname is Bruce and a former 
roommate used to call me Ia Bruce when | was acting grand, so that was part of the genesis 
of it. | was certainly aware of Rod la Rod—and that would certainly be a good role model for 
anyone, | think! 


Outlooks: As a Canadian, do you think you have a longer way to go in terms of rebellion, 
given our international reputation as “pussies”? 


LaBruce: Yeah... everyone always assumes that I’m from L.A.—in fact, | was just mentioned 
in the New York Times a couple of months ago and they said “L.A.-based photographer Bruce 
LaBruce...” and my art agent raked them over the coals for that. | don’t really mind that people 
think I’m from Los Angeles; the ironic thing is that | quite like Canada and | like living in Canada. 
But I’m not a nationalist; I’m not one of these people who goes around waving flags. On the 
other hand, I’m very much a product of Canada and my rebellion has sprung out of railing 
against complacency and conservatism and the stodginess of the residual British Empire. | 
would say I’ve still got some things to rebel against, for sure. The whole thrust of the Canadian 
film establishment in particular, for me, is still pretty stodgy and needs some shaking up. 


Outlooks: |n terms of reaction to art—your art, any art—is shock better as a byproduct 
than as a goal? 


LaBruce: My position has always been that my films actually kind of work to make things 
less shocking, not more shocking. | use subject matter that is perhaps regarded as shocking 
but my whole goal is to ameliorate it somehow or to make it more palatable or more human 
or romantic or comedic. So that has really been my whole position. For example, with Hustler 
White, it was taking the whole extreme, fetishistic subculture and making it seem more 
romantic and funny and almost sort of whimsical. For me, the project is almost in reverse, to 
make things more palatable. 


Outlooks: Well, Hustler White was full of shocking material but there was so much of it, it 
became the norm. It’s like putting bright colour in a beige room—it jumps out. You put bright 
colour with other bright colours and it works, it blends. 


LaBruce: Yeah, exactly. The one critic who really hit it, | thought, a French critic—of 
course—said that in a world where the norm is extreme fetishism and violence and, you 
know, “stumping” [sex with the remaining part of an amputated limb], the last taboo is tender- 
ness. | thought that really hit the nail on the head. You know, ! do work within the porn 
industry and my last film was marketed as a hard-core porn film. | also shoot for pornographic 
magazines, but even in those contexts | try to draw something else from the subject and make 
it into art. That's the difference between doing porn for the sake of porn and doing something 
more artistic. Even the way that sexually explicit imagery has been mainstreamed, | think many 
people have used it in a really crass and unthinking way; they think it’s cool just because it’s 
extreme. 


Outlooks: Shock value. 


LaBruce: Shock value, exactly. The whole culture of the male magazines that have prolifer- 
ated lately | find really tacky and crass. It’s not cool at all. “LLA.-coke-and-titties” we call it. 
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Outlooks: Now, some people think 
that you are very scary person... 


LaBruce: [Chuckles] Yeeeeaaaahh? 


Outlooks: What is it that scares 
Bruce LaBruce? 


LaBruce: [Laughs] What we were just 
talking about! People think it’s strange 
coming from me because I’ve been 
accused of being a misogynist more than 
once in my life, but the whole lack of 
feminism being taken seriously now or 
trying to undermine the whole 
movement, where men can feel justified 
in being chauvinist pigs, that scares me. 
The whole thrust of the entertainment

industry where celebrity has just become so 
over-determined and overvalued; people 
have lost the ability to determine what is 
good and what is bad. These days, celebrity 
itself is considered a good thing and to be 
famous is a goal in itself. Again, it's about 
context: there are interesting celebrities and 
there are fools with nothing to say. That 
scares me. And the fact that we're heading 
for our imminent annihilation in a Third 
World War kind of scares me, too. 


Outlooks: Bit of a bugger, isn’t it? 


LaBruce: Well, yeah—especially since 
everyone seems to be shrugging and saying, ‘Oh, well, what can we do?” The fact that the Left 
has kind of folded since Sept. | Ith really annoys and scares me. It just crumbled; dissent and 
that kind of protest were neutered. It’s sort of come back in the last six months or so, but a 
lot of people who used to be relatively Leftist have become conservative in a bad way. There’s 
a certain kind of “neo-con” that | appreciate, but all this just seems fear-based. It’s not good. 


Outlooks: You've done the skinhead thing as pornography, which admittedly can be quite 
sexy; what's next on the horizon in terms of “edgy” erotica for you? 

LaBruce: I’m shooting another porno movie in Berlin at the end of October and it is, of 
course, a terrorist-themed porno. It’s called the Raspberry Reich and it’s about a group of 
young people who emulate the style of the Beider Meinhof—that ‘70s sunglasses-and-Frye- 
boots thing. They kind of get to that point that all budding terrorists do, where they're starting 
to cross the line and there’s no turning back. They're kind of inept but potentially dangerous. 
The movie's about terrorist-chic and how these people can become glamourized and how 
idealism can get out of hand. It’s about becoming that which you previously hated. 

Outlooks: You are one of a handful of gay Canadian celebrities; mind if | toss some names 
out and get your reaction to them? 


LaBruce: Oh, God! Okay, go ahead. 

Outlooks: Scott Thompson. 

LaBruce: He's hilarious—he's a good friend of mine. 
Outlooks: Svend Robinson. 

LaBruce: Um... I’m not really into assimilationist politics. 
Outlooks: Ashley Maclsaac. 


LaBruce: I've actually French-kissed Ashley and hung out with him before. He's one of these 
creative geniuses that go into a very dark place and have to find their way out. | think he’s 
doing that; | hear he has a new album so I’m sure he'll be fine. 


Outlooks: Carole Pope. 


LaBruce: I’ve only met her a couple of times but | was a big Rough Trade fan and anyone 
who would have a song on the Cruising soundtrack is okay in my books.

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OUTPOST VANCOUVER =

If Vancouver finally wakes up to the reality of a multi-billion dollar gay tourist market, Angus 
Praught should get a lot of the credit. 

A director of the International Gay and Lesbian Travel Association, Praught has worked for 
years, with little official support, to land a bigger piece of the action for Canada’s third largest 
city. 


“If we market ourselves correctly, and have the right products to market, then we'll see 
increased success,” he says. “Bottom line—we have the ability, we just need more of a formal- 
ized strategy...” 


Praught’s strategy is starting to pay off. The 
IGLTA has just selected Vancouver as host city 
for their 2004 convention. The |,200-member 
| organization of travel professionals—airlines, 
travel agencies and tour operators, accommo- 
dations providers, national tourist boards and 
travel writers—develops gay travel business 
opportunities. More than 300 delegates are 
expected to attend the Vancouver convention. 


Praught says Vancouver is getting just a tiny 
percentage of the gay travel market, which is 
worth a staggering $50-billion annually.

“We could get a lot more of it, if we 
present [ourselves] as a gay friendly destination, with 
the support of the city, tourism boards and all the key 
people saying, ‘Yes, come visit us, you're welcome here.” 


But while rainbow flags adorn the lampposts of Vancouver's Davie Village, there are few 
welcoming signs from mainstream tourism officials and promoters. Indeed, to the tourism 
industry, Vancouver's vibrant queer community is virtually invisible. 


Take this year’s big campaign to promote fifteen summer festivals, including the Molson Indy, 
the Celebration of Light (fireworks competition) and the Alcan Dragon Boat Races. Neither 
Vancouver's Pride Festival nor Out On Screen (the gay film festival) was asked to take part in 
the summertime promotion. 


Vancouver Pride Society President Michael Cowan expressed disappointment when asked 
about the oversight last winter, saying, “It might be simple ignorance, although it could be 
homophobia. My guess is it’s probably more along the lines of ignorance.” 


The slight should come as no surprise to Cowan and the Pride Society. Although 
Vancouver's Pride Parade has attracted hundreds of thousands of visitors to the city over the 
past quarter century, Tourism Vancouver is just beginning to acknowledge its existence. The 
parade merited a few lines in their official visitor's guidebook for the first time ever this year. 
Given that the parade is one of British Columbia's most successful annual events—drawing 
more than 120,000 people—many wonder why it took twenty-five years to get a listing. 


Praught believes when we're overlooked, it’s our responsibility to get out and do something 
about it. “The gay community has to say,‘Why not? Why are we not in this?” Go and talk to 
these people in a professional manner and say ‘Hey, we're here, this is serious business, why 
are we not being recognized?’ The responsibility is a little bit on us as well.” 


He also says we have to clearly demonstrate why we're a good investment. “This last year 
the Pride Society did an economic survey showing the events of that one week bring in $22- 


million to the city. Things like that make it real,” he says. 


The fact remains that opportunities will continue to pass us by until we get the type of 
vigorous public support seen in cities like Sydney, Paris, foronto and Montréal. 


“Montreal is the most aggressive city marketing to this segment in the country. They have 
huge support from their provincial government and their city governments. [They have] 
budgets to market towards this—we only have a fraction of that to work with,” says Praught. 


Besides a lack of public support, Vancouver is also struggling with a reputation as a ‘no fun’ 
city, thanks largely to archaic liquor regulations. 


“Yd like to see more expanded nightlife options for visiting guests. Obviously, our laws are 
a little backward,” Praught says.““You have people from large international cities that can go 
out until four or five in the morning, especially if they're on holiday. ..[In Vancouver they have 
to] go home at midnight on Sunday. It just doesn’t make sense. | see all these other cities 
around me at the trade shows and it’s very hard to compete when you don’t have the same 
products.” 


Despite the lack of public investment in gay tourism, Vancouver boasts an impressive track 
record with established events like Pride, Out on Screen, and Altitude, the gay and lesbian ski 
week which attracts 3,000 visitors to Whistler each winter. Vancouver was the first city 
outside San Francisco to host the Gay Games in 1990, and remains a popular destination for 
gay travellers from the Pacific Northwest. 


Yet, Praught feels we're only scratching the surface, so he’s hopeful the 2004 IGLTA conven- 
tion may be a turning point. 


“This convention is going to create awareness of Vancouver...we’ll see increased numbers 
of visitors, especially after the convention, even more so if we put on a good show, which we 
will,’ he promises. 


It could mean Vancouver will finally recognize that investment in the rich gay travel sector 
is an offer that we can no longer afford to refuse. 


“This market is not just about bars,” says Praught. “This is a well-educated and sophisti- 
cated market we're targeting.A lot of the travellers are middle-aged, as well, and they're inter- 
ested in galleries and adventure and shopping and fine dining; not just the bar scene. If we had 
more visitors coming, there would be more opportunity” W

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Mistress of disguise

| would have said “costume”. This time of year, 
the Berninas are humming and the hot glue guns 
are warming (please don’t tell me you don’t use 
| one!) to create that sensational vision AKA the 
Hallowe’en costume. 


Consciously or not, we all engage in the 
costume industry—every day of our lives. A 
costume design instructor once told our class, 
“what you put on in the morning is indeed a 
costume, it projects your moods and feelings 
and tells us who you are that day”. 


What is life like for those creative, 
™ committed people who consciously set out to 
; produce just the right look, just the right tone, 
2; colour and shape that makes any 
ss of tailoring Jo character's costume appear authentic? 

Outlooks turned to Jo Hansen, respected

Outlooks: What's keeping you busy these days? 


Hansen: Right now, I’m working on a project called Veritas, a television series that | guess 
could best be described as “Indiana Jones meets The X-Files”. The characters travel the world 
looking for the proverbial Holy Grail and searching ancient hieroglyphics, and in the process 
make all sorts of discoveries they hadn’t planned on. The word “veritas” is the Latin word for 
“truth”...and the characters are thus trying to find out the truth in their findings. 


They use a lot of high technology in the series—jets, computers and so on, and it’s my job 
to costume the characters in a style that’s true to what they do. | need to make the costumes 
match the equipment, so that they look like people who would actually live comfortably with 
the technology. At the same time, because these characters travel the world, we also have to 
costume local characters from all over. It involves a great deal of research. We just finished 
an episode in which we costumed Russian Orthodox priests, patrons of an Egyptian casbah 
café and soldiers from both Russia and the Ukraine. 


Outlooks: Does this mean that you get to travel on this project? 


Hansen: Unfortunately, no. The scenes are shot in front of a green or blue screen—like 
the kind you sometimes see on Whose Line is it Anyway?—the background is generated digitally. 


Outlooks: What interesting characters have you costumed? 


Hansen: One of the most recent projects that really interested me was the show Martin 
and Lewis, that’s ready to air this fall. It’s the story of Dean Martin and Jerry Lewis, and their 
work together. British actor Jeremy Northam [Importance of Being Ernest] plays Martin, while 
Sean Hayes [Will and Grace] plays Jerry Lewis. The need to research and create the post-war 
costumes as authentically as possible was very important. The context of this story is within 
recent memory for many people—the parents of the baby-boomers, so a huge part of my job 
is to create the costume images that will accurately re-create an historical context that is not 
that far removed from us. 


Martin and Lewis are interesting characters to costume because of these circumstances and 
their own intention in working together, which was purely about having fun: pratfalls, spraying 
each other with water—innocent, good fun. This was, | think, in response to the depressing 
circumstances of the war. When the war ended, people wanted to regain their sense of fun, 
and Martin and Lewis helped us do that. 


Outlooks: What were some of your “worst nightmares” in costuming a film? 


Hansen: [Laughs] All of them, to some degree. Every film has its own unique challenges. 
As people say, “The best thing about this business is getting a job and ending a job!” Perhaps 
it would be better to describe the projects that were difficult, but in the end, | was glad | did 
them. 


Outlooks: A great spin...any projects like that come to mind? 


Hansen: Oh yes...as | say, almost all of them. The Claim [www.theclaimmovie.com] is 
a recent one that | worked on last winter in the Kananaskis. Michael Winterbottom directed 
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the film and it was shot at Fortress Mountain. We commuted from Calgary very early every 
morning, and had to take these big “cat” buses to the set every day. We all worked in build- 
ings and canvas tents that doubled as buildings in the town. The canvas tents on the set, which 
were the Chinese laundry in the story, were where the extras had to change—in February's 
minus forty-degree weather! Even though the circumstances were very difficult, the movie 
looked great when it was done. If you haven't seen the film, do check out the website—it’s 
good. The film shows the visuals of those crisp, cold, clear mountains—a look that you just 
can’t re-create in a studio—you have to be out there, in the freezing cold. And we were! 


Aside from the weather, the other thing that was difficult about this film was the fact that 
it combined the talents of British, Canadian and American crew and actors. So, we had this 
big group of people from diverse backgrounds who each spoke a slightly different 
language—terminology, that is—which we had to adjust to. The other factor, of course, was 
that it was a big project with a not-so-big budget, so we really had to be creative in solving 
problems. | think we succeeded. 


Outlooks: Jo, how did you get started in the costume business? 


Hansen: Unlike most people, ! suppose. It was the mid-’80s. | was out of work—| had 
gone to university, but didn’t finish. | had done secretarial work, driven a catering truck; lots 
of different things. One day | met a friend of mine who was a props person on films, and she 
told me about a woman in Calgary who was a costumer and needed an assistant. | could sew, 
but | knew nothing about the costume-for-film industry. | got the job as a costumer’s assis- 
tant, and things just carried on from there. That first project was shot in the Columbia Icefields 
during one of our infamous November cold snaps. Once | got up there and started working, 
| was hooked. Then | got jobs working on some American feature films that were being shot 
in the Calgary area, and worked for the Access Network. Access was an excellent training 
ground, which provided me with a good base without big stakes. | did shows such as The Magic 
Ring and You and the Law. Then | got work on some big films—Betrayed, Legends of the Fall, 
Unforgiven, Cool Runnings. I’ve been working steadily ever since. 


Outlooks: What's your idea of a “dream project”? 


Hansen: This business is such that you take the next job you get. What you're offered is 
what you put your head to. Having said that, | really like working on period projects...like 
stories shot in and about the Crowsnest Pass...historical pieces, looking at different times in 
our history. | like the challenge of creating costumes that have to look aged in a certain way, 
like applying a look—workers coming out of a mine, or a farmer. Thinking about the kind of 
work people do and how their work affects them and what they wear. You can’t have a guy 
“clean” ona horse! | like doing the research, thinking about their nails and hands, for example, 
and bring those elements to costumes that help bring the character out. That's what actors 
want. 


Outlooks: Okay, Jo, now for the cheesy question: any advice for our readers who may be 
thinking about putting a costume together for Hallowe’en? 


Hansen: [Big laugh] | never do Hallowe’en. Kind of like a busman’s holiday, | guess! But if 
you're going to do a costume for Hallowe’en, don’t be afraid. Just go for it...and have fun. W

Redefining prom night

He may have been too skinny and too white 
to be mistaken for Martin Luther King Jr. but 
| Marc Hall had a dream: to have his boyfriend 
| accompany him to the high school prom. In the 
| spring of this year, the story made waves across 
Canada not only in academic and GLBT circles 
B but in the mainstream as well. Surely in the year 
2002 something as insignificant as a same-sex 
prom date couldn’t be of concern, could 
it? Wrong. After a rather brisk and 
emotional battle with the Durham 
Catholic School Board, and Monsignor 
John ery Secondary, student Marc 
Hall “won” the right to bring his 
boyfriend J.P. with him to the dance. In Gedsete was it a major human rights victory or much 
ado about nothing?

The documentary Prom Fight:The Marc Hall Story, which will air on PrideVision this month, 
helps to shed some light on this difficult dance of ideas and issues as it chronicles the days 
from the denial of the Oshawa teen’s request to the big night. Opinions on Hall’s actions and 
motivation vary greatly within the GLBT community, but one thing is for sure: the issue had 
to be addressed. Many people in Canada viewed this situation—and the inevitable media 
hubbub it raised—from a distance and were not exposed to the volume of coverage it 
garnered in and around Hall’s hometown; this documentary takes the viewer ringside for 
closer examination of the frenzy. 


From the outset it was clear that Marc Hall had stepped in some “dogma poop” and was 
not willing to just scrape it off and move on. The fact that he became a media darling and 
demon, depending on one’s vantage point, was merely an unfortunate byproduct of the core 
struggle he faced. In watching Prom Fight, one is struck by how “normal” Hall and his boyfriend 
really are—a fact obviously lost on those who perceived the pair as such a threat to the 
stability of the Catholic school system. As the documentary demonstrates handily, normalcy 
was not at the heart of the issue; the separation and church and state was. And that is where 
the lines began to blur in the larger debate. 


In the context of this project, however, it is difficult to listen to, let alone respect, the 
message delivered by rote by members of the Durham Catholic School Board and their 
supporters. VVhen faced with the likes of blubbering hypocrite and Board Chair MaryAnne 
Martin, or the self-righteous Mike Connel of the Catholic Civil Rights League, the question 
raised is not “Should Hall be a part of this?” but “Why would he want to be?” For every dull- 
eyed recitation from the Catholic team, there is an eloquent and impassioned speech by such 
Hall supporters as union representatives Mike Shield and Buzz Hargrove, or George 
Smitherman, MPP for Toronto Centre-Rosehill. 


In terms of preaching to the converted, (i.e.a gay audience) this is one of the film’s greatest 
strengths, but it is also somewhat of a weakness. Certainly it was very encouraging, inspira- 
tional even, to see such overwhelming support in favour of Hall, but as a viewer | would have 
also liked more exposure to the views and concerns of the “opposing team”. At one point, 
MaryAnne Martin breaks down “as a mother” while reading the Board’s statement that it 
would deny the young couple access to the prom. To me this was a point that could have 
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been more fully explored. Obviously | cannot know if Martin was approached to discuss the 
conflicting feelings, if any, she felt about the matter, but it would have been nice to know even 
if an overture had been made by the producers and turned down. Likewise, there is no indica- 
tion that there was a follow-up on Hall’s own statement that school principal Mike Powers 
“apparently feels really bad... that it wasn’t his decision”. Again, even if Powers had been 
prevented from speaking by his job responsibilities, it would have been reassuring to know that 
he had, at least in fairness, been given the option to do so. And, within the conventions of 
documentary cinema and docu-drama there is amply leeway to include such information as a 
voice-over or an onscreen textual footnote. 


| have never made any bones about the fact that | personally loathe the Catholic Church 
and its teachings. However, while watching Prom Fight | got the uncomfortable feeling that 
what | was seeing was almost more propaganda film than unbiased documentary. And, with 
victory in hand at the time the film was edited, was it really necessary to cast such a negative 
light on what were the legitimate, if ignorant, concerns of a massive and slow-moving religious 
organization? To me, director Larry Peloso did both the project and the cause a disservice by 
skewing the focus so far in favour of Marc Hall and his case. By compromising objectivity in 
the name of community cheerleading, Peloso denied his audience a more spirited debate, an 
exploration of the grey tones that were associated with both camps. Perhaps a more inter- 
esting and equitable approach would have been to find the human element on each side of the 
issue and allow the ideological complexity of the argument to develop more fully.. 


Nonetheless, | can honestly say that Prom Fight: The Marc Hall Story is an enjoyable, if 
somewhat flawed, account of a crucial human rights battle within our country. Those with 
access to PrideVision TV may wish to check this one out and see for themselves how they 
feel about the issues on both sides of the argument. W

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NPA sees value in leisure

Two of the “out” candidates for the Non- 
Partisan Association share one very impor- 
tant quality heading into civic voting in 
November—electability. 

Duncan Wilson has been elected three 
times to the city’s Board of Parks and 
Recreation. Laura McDiarmid has twice won 
a seat as park commissioner. Both have 
chaired the influential body which oversees 
Vancouver's valuable green spaces, including 
the famed Stanley Park. Both are passionate 
advocates of replacing ageing parks and 
recreation infrastructure. Both are solidly 
behind the 2010 Olympics bid.And both are 
out homosexuals with long records of 
service to the community. 


| What separates them this time is that 
| Wilson is attempting to jump to city council 
‘fe | after nine years as parks commissioner. He 
Duncan Wilson | says he wants to be a full time politician. 


ey a _..__| “One thing that really motivates me is 


doing work that has meaning,” he says.“‘I’ve been able to do parks board part-time, and work 
at marketing and communications full-time. The parks board side of my life has always been 
my passion, whereas work was to pay the bills. I’m at the stage now where | want to pursue 
the passion full-time.” 


Wilson admits making the transition to council won't be é 
ig Easy. 


“To be blunt,” he says, “it’s going to be a tough election year, we all know that. The NPA, 
we've really had a good run for the last nine to twelve years, and it’s going to be a tough 
election. COPE has some good candidates and a strong mayoralty candidate.” 


Wilson’s first challenge is winning a council nomination in what promises to be a tough 
contest this month. 


If he manages to win the nomination and the November election, his job title will be 
different, but many of the concerns will be exactly the same. 


“There are some—from a park board perspective—really important issues that we've not 
been able to address with the existing council, and | think having a voice on the inside will 
make things a lot easier.” 


One of the key issues Wilson sees in the campaign is the complex question of how 
Canadian cities are to fund and deliver an increasing array of services, with limited options for 
raising revenue. He points to the much-needed and much-delayed convention center exten- 
sion.The city pushed for the project for years, but could do little without provincial and federal 
funding co-operation. 


He says the same is true on a smaller scale with events like the Pride Parade. 
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“The city is put in a position now where it charges back for police costs and permits and 
things like that, for these types of events, because there is no cost recovery for the city. 
Economic benefits like tax revenue...goes almost exclusively to the federal and provincial 
governments, [through] GST and other tax revenues,” he says. He feels these events are 
revenue generators, and cities, which are in a better position to nurture and develop them, 
need a better deal. 


Wilson also hopes to continue his fight for overhauling infrastructure. 


“We've, for nine years, been trying to get adequate council funding allocation to replace our 
ageing community centers, swimming pools, playing fields...and every time we go to council 
and try to promote a plan, we always come back with less.” 


NPA park board candidate Laura McDiarmid agrees, adding “we need to ensure there are 
capital and other funding sources to redevelop...our leisure services.” 


She says the problem is illustrated by the need to overhaul concession stands in the parks, 
such as one at Kits Beach, which she calls a Vancouver landmark. She says people appreciate 
these facilities and they must be maintained. 


McDiarmid says much can be done through innovative partnerships and points to a new 
facility at Riley Community Park, adjacent to Nat Bailey Stadium. 


“We've just been approved for the infrastructure money through the federal and provincial 
governments, and that will be going up this year and should be open next year. That will be an 
important structure that will become part of our system, but it will be at no cost to the 
citizens of Vancouver,’ she says. The new facility will include a lawn bowling area,a youth center 
and multipurpose room. 


Both McDiarmid and Wilson back Vancouver's bid for the 2010 Olympics and both believe 
the risk is worth the potential benefits to the region. McDiarmid sat on a civic committee 
studying the bid and sees “some incredible opportunity for the city of Vancouver, for a legacy 
that will be second to none.We have an opportunity to build swimming pools, curling centers, 
and some facilities that we don’t have right now that we need.’ 


Both candidates also share a firm belief that parks and recreation should be more of a 
priority.

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New group seeks the centre

It can be said that elections are the least popular event in the gay community. Last civic 
election saw just eighteen percent of all eligible voters in the Davie Village actually voting, in 
comparison with the city average of thirty-three percent. So why is it that the gay community 
can’t spare half-an-hour every three years to make sure their voices are heard? The vcaTEAM 
party believes it’s all about representation. 


According to Alan Herbert, former councilor and one of the candidates for the vcaTEAM 
(Vancouver Civic Action Team), the party was formed to fill an ever-expanding chasm between 
the current parties. 


“It’s the old story of the yawning gap,’ he says. “The NPA [Non-Partisan Association] has 
moved clearly to the right, COPE [Coalition of Progressive Electors] is clearly on the left and 
| believe that most people in this city are in the middle. We thought it was time to address 
that.” One of the party’s top priorities is a ward system. 


“The advantages to a ward system would be number one; accountability,’ says Barney 
Hickey, another gay candidate running with vcaTEAM. “You would have a person who is 
elected and usually lives in that area that’s represented under a certain ward. There will be 
accessibility and accountability.” 


But a ward system is only one of the pieces of the vcaTEAM’s platform. Herbert, who has 
a background in city planning, is concerned about the threat of residential development along 
Davie Street, a concern for businesspeople along the street as well as anyone who enjoys the 
street's vibrant nightlife. 


“It would be an utter disaster to build residential development above the existing commer- 
cial, because that would be a decided recipe for complaints that would lead eventually, by some 
council, to shut down the businesses or at least make sure they close by |0 o'clock and we 
don’t need that,’ he says. “This is downtown. There are lots of other places for residential 
development.” 


At the same time, vcaTEAM is concerned with the apparent discrimination gay business 
owners feel when dealing with city hall. Both Hickey and Herbert expressed concern over 
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seemingly nonsensical city bylaws and regulations that often do more to stifle business than 
encourage it. 


“We have issues of major concern to the gay community that have to do with the licensing 
of clubs and pubs for gay people in Vancouver,’ Hickey says.“'l believe that Vancouver is a major 
tourist destination for gays and lesbians. The current city council has not tapped into that 
powerful resource of people and money.’ 


Herbert, who was instrumental in getting the license for the Fountainhead Pub, spoke of 
the difficulties of that battle with the NPA. 


“The problem with getting a license for pubs is something | fought when | was on council. 
In fact, it was one of the things that cost me my job,’ Herbert says. “If | promise to do 
something, | will do it. | promised to get licenses, a license at the very least for the city’s first 
gay pub.We got it, it cost me and I’m proud of it.’ Herbert was ousted by the NPA three years 
ago, ran as an independent and lost. 


Though economic issues are central, Hickey says he was drawn to vcaTEAM's social issues 
platform. Hickey sits on two national boards that deal with HIV and AIDS: the Canadian 
HIV/AIDS Legal Network and the Canadian AIDS Treatment Information Exchange. 


“| believe that a nurse like me needs to sit on city council so we can make informed 
decisions about health care in the inner city,’ Hickey says, citing his concern with inner city 
drug use and the health issues associated with it. vcaTEAM not only supports the Four Pillars 
approach, which focuses not only on treatment, prevention, harm reduction and enforcement, 
but goes beyond it. “We have developed extensive, written policies on things like transporta- 
tion, housing, aboriginal issues, gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgendered issues, and other social 
issues.’ 


Herbert, too, is concerned with the pressing social issues that have faced the city for too 
long. “We talk about providing shelter for children who are on the street. No one in Canada 
is doing that. We talk about the need for a council commission to report on urban aborigi- 
nals. | called for that when | was on council and | got voted down.” 


But before change can happen, people have to vote. Both men stressed this, regardless of 
who people choose to vote for. They also believe that the gay community has matured to the 
point where they want to elect qualified candidates. Gone are the days, they say, when being 
the only out gay person running in an election was enough to get you elected. 


“The gay and lesbian community wants credible candidates. They don’t want candidates 
who just happen to be gay,” says Hickey.““They want people of substance. They want people 
who are educated, who are well versed in the issues and who are willing to make a difference.” 


Herbert added a final thought. “The bottom line is if you don’t vote then don’t expect to 
get a good government. You're going to get the same old same old. If you liked it, fine but if 
you didn’t like it then got out to the polls.” -W

A colourful affair

It's monstrous—over sixty events in seven days. Totally indecent, too—no less than four 
parties with a military theme, four featuring leather, a “Jock Ball”, and something mysteriously 
called “Gummi Night” (my guess is good ol’ latex). It’s world-famous, inspiring pre-parties 
across Canada, the U.S. and Europe. It’s “big business non-profit”, having raised over $1 million 
to date for AlDS-related charities in and 
around Montréal and bringing an estimated 
$100 to $300 million tourist dollars into { 
the city since 1992. And, of course, it’s 
wantonly pleasurable. This year, more than 
15,000 bodies will pack the floor of the 
Olympic Stadium and sweat at Whitney | 
Houston levels, pummeled by tribal house 
and an up-to-the-minute light show until 
noon the next day. It’s called Black & Blue, 
and over the past twelve years it has grown 
from 800 attendees to a record 85,000 f% 
people last year, after the totals for each 
event were tallied. 


Black & Blue is the largest party in a 
series of several Montréal’s BBCM 
Foundation organizes throughout the year, 
including ones for New Year’s Eve, 
Valentine’s Day and Pride. Founded in 1992 
by a group of friends that included Robert Vézina and Christian Beaudry, BBCM has gained 
remarkable momentum over the years, earning a reputation for putting on unforgettable 
events that now have production values up to $500 000. Part of the nefarious gay circuit 
scene (which includes the White Party in Palm Springs and the Black Party in New York), Black 
& Blue features many of the same components as the others: undulating packs of shirtless men

with muscles rippling under hairless, heavily moisturized skin; larger-than-life video productions 
that overwhelm the senses; and a dance floor swimming in sexual energy. However, BBCM is 
determined to make sure the Black & Blue is fun, safe, diverse and positive for everyone who 
attends. 


This year’s theme is ‘Humanité’. “The theme actually came from last year’s event, because 
the spirit was so different—there was a consciousness about everything that makes us 
human,” explains Caroline Rousse, External Affairs Manager for BBCM. Coming on the heels 
of the September | Ith tragedy, the party last year had a communal element that isn’t tradi- 
tionally associated with the circuit. “We're all part of the same thing; we have to accept our 
differences and be nice to each other, and that’s where the humanity theme came from,” 
Rousse says. 


Clearly, when you gather 15,000 people together, there are going to be medical and security 
concerns, but BBCM and the Montréal police go 
to great lengths to ensure safety, including 
routine frisking to restrict dealers from entering, 
a team of up to eighty security personnel and a | 
fully-staffed infirmary of ten. “We were the first 
to have a real infirmary, with doctors and medical 
staff, and they're all volunteers. In ‘99 we had all 
these cases, but last year we had Lg 
almost no one,’ stresses Rousse. 
Why the change? “I think [people] 
are more careful. We distribute a 
prevention booklet to everyone at 
the event—we do a lot of research on new drugs, their effects, what not to mix, and we deal 
with doctors who are interested in that. We've never had a fight at Black & Blue—the only 
problems are dealers, and we don’t want dealers.” Can someone have a good time 
at Black & Blue without drugs? “Yes,” says Rousse. And without muscles? “Yes!”

Black & Blue is also unique in the fact that the main party has a 50-50 gay/straight 
ratio, unheard of at other parties but entirely logical for Montréalers. “In the begin- 
ning it was mainly gay, but in Montréal, if there’s a good party, people are going to go,” she 
laughs. “They don’t care: they just want to dance and have fun.” One can’t help but wonder 
if the circuit boys from New York feel a little strange dancing half-naked next to straight people 
“We've had a few complaints in the past from people who aren’t used to that,” Rousse admits. 
“But it’s nice to see all these people can get along and that sexuality is not an issue. People 

are just there to be together; I’ve had 
comments from guys who went back home 
4 and sent us letters saying that they’ve met the 
l / 
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nicest straight couples! It’s really nice.”

As for the music that will keep things 
hopping until well into the night, Rousse 
acknowledges: “It’s house music, but in 
Montréal people listen to harder, deeper 
house, compared to what you're going to hear 
in other circuit parties. In the past, the 
Americans that would come up to the event 
would say, ‘Oh my God, what is that?!’—five 
years later, that’s all they want to hear. We try 
to be more progressive: this year we're using 
Mark Anthony and Tracy Young. We have 
Paulette from Ministry of Sound—she dances 
on the stage, she’s crazy, she’s fierce! We're 
also having Tom Stephan [aka Superchumbo] 
from the U.K. We want something new, 
something fresh, and we also want people to 
know what sound we have in Montréal.” 
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In addition to the annual parties BBCM 
produces, they also have their sights set on the 
2006 Gay Games, happening in Montréal. 
“We see it coming and it’s coming fast, so one 
of the goals is be able to produce something 
really nice for the Gay Games, for all the world 
to see!” Rousse laughs. “But our main goal is 
to continue to put on productions that are 
going to blow people's minds, and to keep on 
raising money for AIDS.”

If only Anne Heche had been this much 
fun when she swung her pendulum through 
the lavender looking-glass... Unlike Heche, 
however, the title character in Kissing Jessica 
Stein knows that the game of love is more 
one of chance than skill and must be 
handled with a light touch. Smart, funny 
and above all else entertaining, this film is 
an excellent example of the sort of thing 
producers have in mind when they set out 
to conquer the romantic comedy genre. 
Sadly, what we usually wind up with at the 
end of such quests is terminal cuteness at 
best or drivel at very worst. Not so with 
this span of celluloid. 


Jessica Stein is an “Il’ve-only-got-take 
away-containers-and-nailpolish-in-my- 
fridge” kind of gal who lives life on the 
run—in four-inch heels. Spurred on by the 
announcement of her brother's engage- 
ment and a not-so-merry-go-round of dork 
dates, our hetero heroine takes a walk on 
the wild side in a desperate attempt to 
avoid old-maid-dom by answering a 
personal ad. Placed by a woman. As it turns 
out, however, the one who placed the 
classified is not just any woman but one in 
a similar “lifeboat” as Jessica. And a hottie, 
to boot! Helen, the potential paramour, is a 
successful gallerist with a flair for living and 
a taste for excitement. She’s also not that 
adverse to a bit of lip service, if you get the 
picture... 


After a lengthy and awkward courtship 
(the scenes that feature Jessica and Helen’s 
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skittish sexual negotiations are worthy of 
rental alone), the two come very close to 
finding a jigsaw fit in their romantic opposi- 
tion. When a delightfully awkward Shabbat 
dinner in the Stein family household leads 
to a major Sapphic breakthrough for both 
women, the “lotus flowers” open and 
Jessica blossoms into a happier and more 
competent woman. For a while, at least. To 
say more about the plot would be to pour 
vinegar on a particularly sweet confection, 
so I'll leave potential viewers to see things 
through to the credits on their own time. 
Generally speaking, though, Kissing Jessica 
Stein is an hilarious look at single life, dating 
and the inherent value of risk-taking; it pulls 
the heart off Sex and the City’s sleeve and 
puts it right back where it belongs: in the 
middle of a vulnerable and very human 
chest. 


lf one were to only look at the script for 


this film, it would seem improbable that the 


result could be this satisfying. That is, had 
the cast selected not been so uniformly 
good. In the title role, newcomer Jennifer 
Westfeldt (a cross between Friend Lisa 


Kudrow and 7th Heaven's Jessica Biel) is 


irresistibly neurotic and appealing; likewise, 
Heather Juergensen’s Helen makes you 
wish that fairy tales featured more liberal- 


minded women than charming princes in 


their formulae for “happily-ever-after”. As 
far as the supporting cast goes, the under- 
used and under-appreciated Tovah Feldshuh 
should be nominated for an Oscar based 


on her delivery of “the line” in the pivotal 


scene between Jessica and her mother 
Judy—the moment is sweet and genuine 
enough to make a demon weep. Also 
worthy of mention is Jackie Hoffman, who 
proves quite handily that there truly are no 
small parts, only small actors, in her turn as 
Jessica’s loudmouthed friend Joan. Jim 
(formerly Jm, of Too Close For Comfort and 
Hollywood Squares) J. Bullock also makes a 
brief and very funny appearance as one of 
Jessica’s potential suitors. 


Kissing Jessica Stein offers the viewer a 
smorgasbord of grins, all-out laughs and 
many very worthwhile tender moments. 
Be sure to keep the remote handy for 
replay of some of this flick’s more 
memorable lines. W

Some years ago, | remember riding the subway with a friend of mine and seeing an ad for 
“Doctor Z’ the prominent dermatologist and transit advertising pioneer. My friend 
announced that she had just visited the good doctor’s Upper East Side clinic in order to begin 
a brand new treatment. Soon, she claimed, she would never need to shave or wax her legs 
again—ever. We got off the train at Times Square to catch the new Mel Gibson/Julia Roberts 
(Bad idea). On our way to the theater, we were stopped by the image of a gorgeous and 
impossibly smooth 30 foot tall Antonio Sabato Jr. staring down at us with smoldering eyes, and 
a really nice lunch. Calvin Klein and his army of boy-men reigned supreme and hairless from 
the center of the universe. Body hair had been expunged from popular culture. Skin was in. 
Body hair became a man’s dirty little secret. For some men, it became a source of great anxiety 
and remains so to this day. 


Laser hair removal bills itself as the only safe, effective, FDA-approved method of perma- 
nent hair removal. It is important to remember that in the murky world of cosmetic proce- 
dures, words like “permanent” do not always confer the longevity we associate with the term. 
Most clinics will give a male client a guarantee of three to five years for laser treatments, 
including touch-ups.

Mandy is a technician at a West Side clinic who has several years experience in the field. 
When she first began doing laser treatments, the majority of her clients were women. She 
estimates that today, fully half of the people who walk into her treatment room are men.While 
the chest and abs package remains the most popular, followed closely by the back and shoul- 
ders, she claims that she has done every conceivable part of the male anatomy: ‘The buttocks, 
the testicles, everything.” 


Hilda, who no longer works in Vancouver, has treated actors, sports stars and transsexuals. 
Many of her male clients feel cleaner and younger after going through the procedure. “For 
them it’s a matter of hygiene.” All four of the technicians that | spoke with were women. Hilda 
thinks that this is no accident. Both women and gay men, the bulk of her clientele, would find 
it difficult for a man to do the treatments. ‘‘I’m safe for them, there’s no awkwardness.” 


The first step at any reputable clinic is the initial consultation. You walk into an office that 
tries hard to give the impression of a calming space with either a large oil painting of flowers 


in a golden frame or a wall-sized aquarium filled with tropical fish. You sit on the obligatory 
loveseat to fill out the forms that the soft-spoken yet slightly bored receptionist has just 
handed to you. You read words like hypo-pigmentation (that Michael Jackson thing) and 
Fitzgerald skin types and just when you are ready to bolt out the door,a pretty, demure, sensi- 
tive woman ushers you into a consult room for a patch test. This is your first opportunity to 
experience the feeling of having your hair follicles vaporized by a beam of concentrated, 
focused light.

To be a minority sometimes means to live in fear. When we live in the ghettos where we're 
actually the majority we tend to forget how fragile our safety really is. Most of us who moved to 
Vancouver did it because here we are safe and accepted here. And, after a while, we tried to forget 
the times in our past when gangs in pick-up trucks chased us for no other reason than because we 
exist. 


After a while, complacency settles in. We believe we are safer than our brothers and sisters in 
those flat, dusty provinces or smog-filled eastern industrial centers. Here, we believe, we've found 
that acceptance so many of us crave. Here we've created a sanctuary from the beatings we've 
suffered in lumber towns or fishing villages. Here we are equals. But even in paradise there are rules. 


We stay away from the suburbs because we know that once we leave the safety of Commercial 
Drive or the Davie Village the rules change. We become the minority again, always looking over our 
shoulders, always wondering if the kid driving by in the car is planning to attack us. So we cocoon 
ourselves and deny that hatred still exists. We gather for parades and parties celebrating who we 
are and in our numbers we are safe. But when were alone in the night things change. The predators 
come out and in increasing numbers they are targeting us. 


Less than a year ago, one of our own was beaten to death in our backyard. Aaron Webster was 
only 41 years old when he was beaten to death. He was left to die in a parking lot, naked and alone. 
It was only by chance that a friend of his wandered by and found him and Aaron was able to spend 
his last moments alive with someone who cared. 


Aaron’s death sparked an outrage in Vancouver. More than |,000 people marched in memory of 
him and in protest of the violence that had suddenly descended upon our lives. It was one of the 
defining moments of our community. Marching arm in arm with us were straight people, families, 
visible minorities, the elderly and many more.A community stood and demanded change and change 
was promised. 


Inspector David Jones of the Vancouver police department said at the time that bashings reported 
to 911 would go directly to the police. He promised us reports of bashings and abusive behavior 
would be addressed with urgency. He reassured us that the safety of the gay community was a 
priority. His words fell like our tears, and like our tears seem to have been forgotten as soon as they 
dried. 


Since then, there have been more bashings. In one incident, two American sailors from the 
Bremerton Navy base in Washington have been charged with victimizing two men from our commu- 
nity with mace and knives. They were charged then released upon promising to come back for their 
court date. The sailors never returned. 


The latest attack was against Velvet Steele and her husband Ray. They were surrounded by a pack 
of nine youths or young adults. At first they taunted the couple, calling them “fucking queers” and 
“faggots” and threatening them.At that point, Velvet phoned 911.She says she was told the youths 
weren't actually doing anything to them. During the verbal assault, she says, a police officer arrived, 
looked at Velvet and Ray, shrugged and abandoned them. Then the attack began. 


Velvet and Ray fought the pack, but the odds were against them from the start. They were kicked, 
punched, scratched; their belongings were smashed and torn apart. At one point a stranger called 
the police and they returned.Velvet managed to hold onto one of her attackers and the others hung 
around the cruiser still calling out slurs.A female officer then asked Velvet for her identification. 


“She took my identification,” said Velvet.“ was the only one asked to produce ID” 


She and Ray (as well as a friend who had heard the struggle and came to help) were interviewed 
separately while the youths were interviewed together. Then the officer released the youths. 


“She walked over to the gang of youths who had already been released from custody and told 
them to buzz off, to clear the area,’ Velvet said. 


Velvet was upset at this. These youths that had terrorized them, that savaged them and beat them 
were released without even having their names recorded. “These kids could have been involved in 
that murder,” she said referring to the still unsolved Aaron Webster killing.““How do they know they 
weren't? | don’t think they give a shit.” 


When she complained to the female officer about the youths being released. The officer warned 
her that she could be charged with unlawful confinement for holding the youth, Velvet said. 


“They didn’t take any notes, they didn’t give us a file number, nothing,’ Velvet said. When she asked 
the female officer for her card or a pen and paper to write down her name, the officer pointed to 
the badge on her chest and told her that she was sure Velvet could remember her number, 1969. 
Then the police officer left. 


“Ym standing on the sidewalk with no shoes on, my bags are ripped open all over the sidewalk, 
my purse is all over the sidewalk, my cell phone is in pieces, Ray’s glasses are somewhere in the grass, 
he's visibly shaken, we're both bleeding and she just turned and walked away.” 


After numerous complaints to the police about their inaction, a meeting is scheduled between 
the victims and the police. 


“| want an apology. | want an apology from this officer who is obviously not capable of dealing 
with situations like this,’ Velvet said.

To some people, in certain circles, gays 
and lesbians are the things that go bump in 
the night—and that is a very frightening 
concept for them to handle, indeed. Who 
knew, then, that we could also be a fear 
factor in a legitimate sense? Well, obviously 


editor Michael Rowe saw the potential 
early on, as he has assembled not one but 
two anthologies of gay horror fiction. Queer 
Fear Il is the most recent edition of Arsenal 
Pulp Press’ “boo ‘n’ boner” compilation, a 
book that offers us a diverse cast of preda- 
tors and prey guaranteed to get the blood 
pumping. Everywhere. When | told one 
waggish straight friend that | was reading a 
book of gay horror stories, she said “What, 
is it about televangelists chasing screaming 
gay guys around with crosses and holy 
water?!” Sigh. | suppose such a comment 
was to be expected from somewhere; aside 
from maestro Clive Barker, GLBT writers 
are not the first to spring to mind when 
many think of the genre. (For the record, 
Barker's opinion of the books is a high one; 
he says: “Finally, horror without limits! The 
Queer Fear books are a revelation. As a gay 
man with a life-long interest in the dark 
fantastic, nothing pleases me more than to 
have these definitive collections on my 
bookshelves. With these books, a visionary 
editor and a host of extraordinary story- 
tellers have changed forever the shape of 
horror fiction.”) Make no mistake: the 
hands that conducted these tales into 
existence were not guided by literary limp 
wrists; the writing is refined, the sexuality 
raw and the unease they instill in the reader 
very, very powerful. These are not a bunch 
of queens posing as King. 


The short story format of the book 
requires that contributors keep their 
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writing tight, precise and very well 
crafted—a bonus for the reader and a point 
of pride for both Rowe and A.PP. Unlike 
short-form erotica, which can at times get 
away with ham-handedness provided the 
material is intense enough, genuine fear 
fiction needs to be layered and laboured 
over by an author in order to deliver a pure 
adrenaline rush. 


The book opens beautifully with Scott 
Treleaven’s “Bugcrush”, a tale of hard dick 
turning to hard luck and dashing one grade 
eleven lad’s hopes of love. Similarly, Steve 
Duffy’s “Numbers’—a somewhat abstract 
account of the early days of the AIDS 
epidemic—manages to harness and deliver 
the kind of real chills that usually only occur 
in horrific tales of non-fiction. 


One of the most refreshing things about 
Queer Fear Il is that it doesn’t take itself too 
seriously, as several writers have proven by 
setting up “camp” and staking their own 
claim in goosebump territory. Michael 
Thomas Ford’s “Night of the Werepuss” 
plays wickedly on an irrational fear that 
many men—gay and straight—have of the 
female body, while David Coffey’s “On Being 
a Fetish” offers the reader a surprisingly 
lighthearted take on what happens when a 
“bi” quasi-necrophiliac hooks up with an all- 
too-real homo ghost. As the Scream 
franchise has taught us, laughter and fear are 
an almost irresistible combination. 


The editor has been diligent in his quest 
for stylistic and thematic diversity within 
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the pages of this collection, and has not 
shied away from edgier and more 
challenging material. Whether it’s the 
image-rich bizarreness of Nalo Hopkinson’s} 
“Delicious Monster” or the jarring, brittle 
staccato of the Joseph O’Brien nightmare 
“Artgod”, Rowe asks that the reader take a 
leap of faith in the suspension of disbelief, a 
journey that’s well worth the effort. Other} 
standout tales that lurk below the James 
Huctwith-illustrated cover include Warren 
Dunford’s crisp and curios “Slice” and Ron 
Oliver's “Want”, which, if a bit overeager in} 
exposition, is conceptually wonderful and) 
rewards the reader with a fantastic payoff. 


With the days growing steadily shorter 
and Hallowe’en only a short time away, 
Queer Fear Il makes an excellent bedside 
companion, better still if you have someone} 
with whom to go bump in the night after a 
chapter or two. After all, now that the 
Queer Fear books are on the loose, we all 
have to do our part to live up to our 
newfound reputations as true terror- 
meisters.
